The Fellowship offers 
post-professional awards which permit 
recipients to pursue independent studies at 
Harvard. The Fellowship is not primarily 
intended for scholars, but for men and 
women in professional positions who can 
be expected to fill key roles in their 
organizations. 


The program is based in the Graduate 
School of Design and an important aspect 
of the Program involves the interaction of 
students and professionals in the design 
fields. While continuing their regular 
work, Fellows participate in credit and 
non-credit courses, lectures, and informal 
discussions. Thus they are able to share 
with students the interests and challenges 
they face as practicing professionals. 


The Loeb Fellowship Program is open to 
accomplished mid-career professionals in 
design, planning, and related fields. In the 
past, Loeb Fellows, professionals in both 
the private and public sectors, have in- 
cluded architects, landscape architects, 
planners, housing specialists, architectural 
critics and urban affairs writers, and com- 
munity advocates. 


Although there are no specific back- 
ground requirements, and no fixed age 
limits, applicants must have worked pro-

40. Designed for candidates who are still 
developing their professional abilities, the 
Program seeks applicants who can create 
their own study programs to make effec- 
tive use of Harvard’s resources, and who 
can use the Fellowship to benefit their 
careers and society at large. 


Fellows hold the position of Officer of the 
University.
